TOKYO (CP) — Commu- 
nists began withdrawing from 
half of the Korean central 
front today after losing 
nearly 60,000 men, by. Allied 
estimates, in their five-day 
offensive. 

Lt..Gen, Edward M. Almond 
announced his 10th Corps killed 
or wounded 48,341 Reds on. the 
east-central front Sunday's 
total alone was 24,700, he said, 
the biggest one-day total of the 
war 

Allied officers estimated 10,- 
220 other casualties were in- 
flicted on ‘the west-central front, 
AP correspondent George A. Mc- 
Arthur reported 

In this sector, Reds retreated 
through a driving rain. Front- 
line dispatches Monday night 
told of Communist withdrawals 
before advancing Allies across 
more than 20 miles of the front. 


QUIT BRIDGEHEADS 

Reds were reported abandon- 
ing their bridgeheads below the 
Pukhan and Hongchon rivers, 
and pulling back toward Chun- 
con in the centre. 

Most of the Red casualties 
inflicted by the U.S. 2nd 
Division, which the Communists 
set out to destroy. The Eighth 
Army said the 2nd Division 
killed or wounded 37,750 Reds 
in five days. 

“We've taken the starch out of 
the offensive,” Almond said. 
“And I feel certain that if they 
come at us in évén greater 
numbers we can handle them 
again.” 

The Reds threw 125,000 men 
at his sector in their second 
spring offensive, Almond said. 
The first Red all-out smash 
began April 22 and bogged down 
at the end of 10 days. 

In their new drive, the Reds 
fell before the tremendous fire 
power of U. artillery, planes 
and automatic weapons... were 
trapped on barbed wire entangle- 
ments ... blown up by mines. 

The enemy “may be getting 
ready to. strike again,” Almond 
said, “and if he does we are 
prepared to meet him. 


LINE ALL ACROSS 


“We have a line across the 
peninsula and we are holding it. 
We have a line of fire that 
operates day and night, rain or 
shine .. .” 

Much of Sunday's record 
casualty toll, he said, was com- 
piled when artillery caught the 
Chinese trying to carry off their 
dead all along a 2%%-mile valley. 

Eighth Army reports and field 
dispatches had given no hint of 
heavy Red assaults Sunday. 

U.N. forces suffered “com- 
paratively few casualties” from 
the Reds’ human sea wave 
attacks, Almond reported. “And 
the 2nd Division is still in good 
shape.” 

A spokerman at Tokyo head- 
quarters said the Indian Head 
Division apparently inflicted 
more--tharr-- 30° casualties’~for~* 
every one it suffered.

N SATURDAY’S column I described the royal and noble 
personages who took part in the brilliant and unique in- 
stallation service of the Most Noble Order of the Garter at 
St. George's Chapel, Windsor Castle. Today I want to tell 
you something about the service and its origin. 

The installation took place in the choir, to which the im- 
posing procession moved through the narrow arch of the 
ornate screen to the music of the magnificent organ. In the 
comparative gloom within the choir, candles glowed like jewels 
at the corner of éach of the exquisite stalls, which are an 
outstanding example of 15th century craftsmanship at its best 
in their carved tracery 
WHEN KNIGHTHOOD WAS—— 


YER EACH STALL hangs the-banner,-surcoat, sword and 
helmet of the living Knights of the Garter. On the back 
of each stall are the small brass plates bearing the names and 
armorial coats of earlier knights who have occupied it. There 
are nearly 600 such plates, dating back to 1390 
nd in the presence of that brazen record and the accom- 
g accoutrements you become aware again of that sense 
melessness, of continuity which greets you at every turn 
Britain. For the Garter is the oldest order of chivalry in 
the world, dating back to 1348 and perpetuating the gallantry 
of the medieval days when knighthood was in 


KING’S GALLANTRY 


ie WAS A long-dead king, Edward the Third, to whom the 

Order owes {ts inception. History—or legend—has it that 
at one of his Court balls, the Countess of Salisbury had the 
misfortune to lose her garter. The King picked up the .elab- 
orate but intimate accessory and restored it to the lady. Some 
courtiers who witnessed the incident are said to have snick- 
ered—-which suggests, by the way, that human reactions to 
such incidents haven’t changed much over the centuries! 
whereupon the King sternly rebuked them With the famous 
remark: “Honi soit qui mal y pense!” (Evil be to him who 
evi} thinks.) 

That has remained the motto of the Order to this day, 
and is inscribed around the red cross which adorns the mantles 
The insignia also includes a garter which is worn just below 
the left knee 
SOLEMN SERVICE 
SI LISTENED to the solemn installation and the beautiful 

service of remembrance and thanksgiving which followed 

I couldn't help thinking that the same Time which has left 
such a lovely mellowing patina on the walls of that ancient 
chapel has also set its stamp of ennobling dignity and rev- 
erence on that royal ballroom incident of 600 years ago 

And it seemed to me that only in Britain could such an 
order of chivalry have been built on so slight an incident; only 
in Britain could its courtly and gallant tenets have been so 
moulded into tradition as to have been carried on,-unchang- 
ingly and faithfully down. through the centuries, and still 


remain inviolate against-the impact of modern -times and 
modern manners.

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An Overhaul In Pensions 


‘THE SUDDEN ENACTMENT OF UNI- 
' versal old age pensions evidently has 
taken the British Columbia Government 
by ‘surprise. If it had foreseen this 
reform as an immediate prospect pre- 
sumably it would have overhauled its 
own pension regulations at the last 
session of the Legislature. For an over- 
haul is clearly required. 

At present the provincial treasury 
pays $10 a month to the existing old age 
pensioners in addition to the basic pen- 
sion of $40. On January 1 next every 
person in Canada over 70 years of age 
will receive from the Federal Govern- 
ment $40 a month. Then the payment 
of an additional $10 a month to- all these 
people would be not only impossible but 
ridiculous. A British Columbian with 
an income of $10,000 or $100,000 a year 
will receive his $40 pension next year if 
he has reached the age of 70. He will 
not require this money and much less 
will he require $10 more to compensate 
him for present high prices. The Govern- 
ment, therefore, will have to impose a 
means test to confine its $10 grant to 
those who actually need it—that is 
broadly speaking to those who now 
qualify for the existing means-test 
pension 

It is difficult to

tion of 25 per cent to the cost of the 
basic $40 pension, On the other it pro- 
poses to pay half the cast of pensions 
for, those in actual need between the 
ages of 65 and 70. Whether this involves 
a net saving or loss the Government has 
not yet indicated. Certainly if the §10 
grant were extended to the restricted 
groups between 65 and 70 and also to 
every person over 70 the treasury could 
not earry the load without heavy new 
taxation. 

It is to be expected that the Govern- 
ment will soon state precisely what it 
intends to do and what its policies are 
likely to cast. 

The cost in any event—Federa] and 
Pfovincial—will be- gigantic. To the 
Federal Government's projected expendi- 
ture of $250 millions for universal pen- 
sions at the age of 70 must be added an 
unknown but large amount for the pro 
vincial share of pensions for the 65-70 
age group. 

That will not be the end of it. As 
our population ages and grows, more 
pensioners will swell the rolls. And the 
rate of all government pensions has a 
sure habit of growth. The pension has 
doubled since the old age pension law 
was passed. and in the case of British 
Columbia increased two and a half times. 
Th the ultimate cost of this great 
socia! reform, like the immediate cost 
to British Columbia, cannot be foreseen.

HE 470 VOTE OF THE UNITED 
Nations Assembly in favor of placing 
an embargo on shipments of arms and 
‘war materials to Ching was an emphatic 
demonstration of international agree- 
ment. Although Russia made it clear 
she was not participating in the vote, 
and eight other natj@ns abstained, the 
nature of the majority left Re doubt as to 
world opinion on China's current conduct. 
The vote marks the first ON. attempt 
to employ economic sanctions a deter- 
rent to aggression, just as the Korean 
conflict is the U.N.’s first military ven- 
ture. It is a logical development of the 
anti-aggression policy. There can be 
little point in feeding vital materials to 
the enemy for use against our troops at 
the front. 

In this connection, British shipments 
of rubber te China, which earlier had 
caused criticism, have now been stopped. 
A report a few days ago disclosed that 
China had received enough rubber to 
meet her normal ¢ivilian needs. The 
supply is now cut off. The move was 
given point by Friday's interception of a 
shipload of rubber by a British destroyer 
on the high seas, and another incident

in which a China-bound freighter was 
returned to Singapore with its cargo of 
rubber originally destined for the 

These incidents—which involved Brit- 
ish ships—show the possibilities inherent 
in the embargo program. Sooner or later 
it may have to evolve into the much 
more significant action of blockade—the 
cutting off by sea forces of all commer- 
cial traffic with Red China ports. Naval 
action in such a contingency, presuming, 
for instance, that a Russian ship were 
stopped or diverted, could easily lead to 
war. The matter is therefore one of 
great diplomatic delicacy. The ultimate 
consequences ieave much room for con- 
jecture. 

Another factor in the situation, of 
course, is China’s land contacts with 
Russia through Manchuria. An embargo 
on ocean transport, even a blockade, 
could mean little in reality if China 
were receiving a full line of supplies 
Qverland. But the moral aspect cannot 
be overlooked. As a branded aggressor, 
Red China wil] feel the economic disap- 
proval of the free world as well as its 
military opposition. New progress has 
been made in the evolution of the U.N.

TTODAY the world is in a condition of 
you-know-what. Canada lives on a 
knife edge between two unexampled 
military powers, almost but not quite at 
war, A new thing in our experience, a 
great inflation, has distorted our econ- 
omy, undermined savings and suddenly 
made the Canadian people realize that 
economics does matter after all. 

In such a situation you would expect 
our Parliament, like the legislatures of 
the United States and Britain, to be in a 
state of turmoil. If 1925 could create a 
bitter, indecisive election and the major 
watershed of the Constitutional Crisis a 
year later, surely 1951 could produce the 
most electric situation in‘ our history. 


NSTEAD Parliament is not only at 

peace, it is asleep in this beautiful 
spring weather. On every side the vege- 
tation and the human stuff of the nation 
are sprouting. . Parliament is frozen in 
an Arctic winter and you can hear its 
snore clear across the nation, 

What is the trouble with our Parlia- 
mentary system? It is not men, it is 
issues, or rather the lack of issues. When 
a great issue cuts across the nation, 
Parliament comes instantly to life, as it 
did for a few moments on the issue of 
paying $65 millions of taxpayers’ money 
te the prairie farmers for losses on their 
wheat gamble When this relatively 
small issue passed Parliament subsided 
comfortably again. 


THE RESULT is that Parliament looks 

far less able than it really is. One 
of the most seasoned and educated spec- 
tators of this town told me today that in 
his judgment there was more human 
ability in the present Parliament than 
in-any since Confederation. That ability 
may work in the administration of gov- 
ernment. It cannot come to life in a 
Parliament and in a time like this. It 
has no issues to enliven it. 

On the one side the Government never 
had: things so- good: - It sits serene on 
its verdant hill, monarch of all it surveys 

whieh is very bad for any government's 
soul, The almost. unbelievable fact is 
that, after the unpopular wheat subsidy, 
after Mr. Abbott’s new taxes, after 
strong dissatisfaction among the trade 
unions, the last national_publie-pel,—a 
few days ago, showed the Liberal Party’s 
political strength at the highest peak on 
record and the Opposition parties still in 
decline. 


N the other side it is only factual 

reporting to say that the Conserva- 
tive Party was néver in such low estate. 
It has suffered something worse than 
politica] defeats. It has lost more than 
its bearings. It has lost the hope of 
office as far ahead as anyone can see. 
And this is bad not only for the Conser- 
vative Party but for the nation. The 
whole basis of the parliamentary system, 
a streng government constantly policed 
by a strong opposition and alternative 
government, has been shaken as never 
before since Confederation began. 


TOU find here gloomy Conservatives 
complaining that Canada has become 
a one-party nation. You find Liberals 
almost agreeing and deploring the weak- 
ness of their opponents (though still able 
to bear the comforts of office with ad- 
mirable fortitude). For practical pur- 
poses, at the moment, this is a one-party 
nation, since no group but the Liberals 
can claim, mathematically or geograph- 
ically, to be a truly national party 
Though staggering under ynique 
problems of defence and économics, the 
3 nmment has no political problems 
entioning. The real political 
problem in Canada is to revive an 
Opposition worthy of the name. 


BVIOUSLY Mr. Drew doesn’t know 
how to do it. He may find out in 

time, the breaks of the game may come 
his way, the Government may flounder 
some time into an -impossible situation, 
but of aij this there is-no current sign. 

On the contrary, the Opposition is 
growing weaker befofe our eyes, not so 
much by the measurement of a public 
opinion poll, which can change from day 
to day, but by uncertainty, confusion and 
despair within itself. 

Why this is so must await another 
report here. In the meantime, suffice it 
to say that we have never had a Govern- 
ment so fabulously successful in. politics, 
an Opposition so ,weak not merely in 
power but in ideas. If it could generate 
ideas. it would acquire power. This pro: 
cess wit be long at best. It has not yet 
begun.

Lawsuits and threats of lawsuits against the 
game have come to constitute such a menace 
that an alarmed Congressman from Brooklyn, 
Mr. Emanuel] Celler, is seeking Federal legislation 
exempting the industry from the terms of the 
anti-trust laws. There have been hints of in- 
quiries into baseball's business methods by the 
Department of Justice and Congressional investi- 
gators. Each new day’s headlines call attention 
to the importance of having a plan of action in 
the event of major war. 

Meanwhile, there is. nobody to speak for base- 

Smith ball, nobody to police the game, nobody to bring 
about agreement on any long range program, nobody to take the 
initiative in an emergency. There isn't even anybody to sing for 
baseball, now that the voice of the turtle has been stilled.

Preferential Treatment Unfair 


The lethargy of the baseball people seems to have roused

Mr. Celler says baseball is a fine game and must be pre- | 
served, especially in a year when the Dodgers seem to have a 
solid chance to win the pennant. True, but the steel industry, the 
production of banjo picks and the manufacture of knockwurst. are 
laudible undertakings, too, yet they are subject to governmental 
regulations. 


Is There A Lawyer In The House? 


If baseball is inter-state commerce within the meaning of the 
anti-trust laws, then it must conform to those laws. It is probable 
that some provision having an effect similar to that of the reserve 
clause is indispensable to baseball as now constituted, as well as 
to other sports like professional football and hockey. There must 
be some way of achieving this and legally. 

The National Football League is in a large sweat just now 
because a number of players have been springing across the border 
into Canada to sign contracts with the twelve-man teams up there. 
It is noted that the league authorities are doing nothing about it. 
There's very little they can do, having no juristiction over Canadian 
football. The jumping players are bound only by the reserve 
clause; and they. know perfectly well that no attempt will be made 
to..enforce the reserve clause.in coirt. + 

Whenever the subject comes up, baseball confesses—blushing 
and dimpling shply the while—that it is America’s national game. | 
One finds it diffieult to believe that the national game would be | 
unable to survive without flouting the nation’s laws.

Lake Temiskaming To Be 
Lengthened By Project 


TEMISKAMING, Que. (CP)— 
Lake Temiskaming, the tenuous, 
95-mile-long body of water sep- 
arating northern Ontario and 
northwest Quebec, will be length 
ened about 30 miles this year. 


The new lake will be formed by 
water backing up behind the La 
Cave hydro project now under 
construction near Mattawa, Ont. 
The man-made lake will extend 30 
miles north from.La Cave as far 
as this sulphite manufacturing 
town located where the Ottawa 
River leaves Lake Temiskaming. 


The only distinction between 
the ‘new lake and Lake Temis- 
kaming will be two dams here to 
span the Ottawa. River via-an 
island in its centre, 


Preparations along the bed of 
the Ottawa as it winds through 
majestic wooded hills are almost 
complete. Logging crews have 
removed pulpwood and slash 
low brush—from the area and 
dwellings have been elevated or 
moved back. 

Even at Thorne; Ontario's new- 
est border community right 
across the river from here and at 
the head of the new lake, eight 
houses and a store had to be 
raised from 10 to 12 feet. 

Biggest job of all was removal 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway's 
northern Quebec line from the 
range of flood Waters. THE line 
formerly clung to the river bank, 
in places, along the foot of high

Preparing the fluffy white 
rice: Put 1 cup of uncooked rice. 
2 cups of cold water and 1 tea 
spoon of in a two-quart 
saucepan and cover witha tight- 
fitting lid. Set over a hot flame 
until it boils vgorously. Then 
reduce the heat as low as pos 
sble and steam for i4 minutes 
more or until all the water is 
absorbed, leaving. the separate 
rice grains with their full nutri 
tional value. This makes very 
firm rice grains. (If you prefer 
more tender rice grains, add % 
cup more water and increase the 
slow cooking time 4 or 5 minutes) 
Remove the lid, permit the rice 
to steam dry to the desired con 
sistency and the grains will be 
separate and fluffy. . Never stir 
rice; lift rice gentle with a fork 
Keep left-over cooked rice in the 
refrigerator in a covered con 
tainer. You will find it conveni 
ent for making many quick and 
easy dishes. 

Method: Combine and beat 
well; milk, eggs, butter or mar- 
garine, sugar, vanilla, nutmeg 
and salt. Mix ‘in cooked rice, 
dates, pecans and raisins. Your 
into individual custard cups or 
one large baking dish.

the D-2 gas strike at the Bailey 
Olds No. 1 well, 30 miles north 
and a little west of Calgary, have 
boosted to 24 the total number of 
gas strikes recorded so far this 
year. During 1950, up to the end 
of May only 13 gas strikes had 
been recorded. 

Britalta Petroleums and Deep 
Rock Oil Corporation found the 
gas sand at their No. 4 venture 
from 1,528 to 1,560 feet, and dur- 
ing a brillstream of that zone 
through a choke, gas came in at 
the rate of 1,000,000 cubic feet 
daily.

In our mail this week we found some rather 
interesting items concerning programs broadcast by 
BBC to the home audience. For instance, London's 
| trams apparently are gradually being withdrawn 
from service and many people are wondering what's 
happening to them. Driver Thomas Bracken, of the 
British Road Service Special Traffic’s ‘Division—in 
a transcript of his recent talk on the BBC’s mag- 
azine program “In Town Tonight’—tells us his job 
consists of transporting the famous old trams from 
London to Leeds where they are being put into 
service again, for trams are still popular in the 
North. Two a week are his average delivery and 
by the time. his job is completed—with another 41 
trams to go—he will have “driven” his “Old Ladies” 
over 23,000 miles. 


| 


Bracken tows the trams northward -on a special 
low trailer and often has to make detours up to 
50 miles to avoid low bridges. One he has to ne- 
gotiate near Doncaster affords him a clearance of 
only one-half inch. At this point there is usually a 
large crewd to watch him, all secretly hoping he 
will get stuck. But Bracken knows a thing or two, 
and he’s quite prepared to let some air out of his 
tires of necessary. He seldom carries any passen- 
gers, but one day while traveling through Lincoln- 
shiré he was held up outside a pub. The door 
opened and two itinerant Cockneys came reeling 
out. The sight of the London tram convinced them 
they were once more back on the Old Kent Road 
and they clambered aboard, clanging the bell and 
shouting joyfully for’ two three-halfpenny. tickets 
to the Elephant and Castle

The BBC already broadcasts in 46 languages 
in its many different services. Now another has 
been added to: the impressive total. ‘The latest is 
Vosnian, a language unknown to the majority of 
people. Vosnian, first heard on the air recently was 
spoken by Yanchi Bogeoosni—a strange foreign char- 
acter on the daily broadcast of “Mrs. Dale’s Diary.” 
It is an entirely new language invented by Georgina 
Shields of the London School of Languages. It 
came into. being when a film called “State Secret” 
was being made in London, requiring a language 
which would sound Slavonic, but was not so in 
reality An existing language might have been 
misleading and Miss. Shields was commissioned to 
manufacture the needed tongue with a Slavonic in- 
tonation. Though formidable, the job was by .no 
means beyond her—having lived in eight European 
countries and’ being able to speak fluent French, 
German and Italian and some Hungarian. 


Being honest, Miss Shields “lifted” 50 per cent of 
the words in Vosnian in part, never using more than 
half an existing word and preferring to substitute 
her own endings. The remainder of the vocabulary 
she invented. In all she worked at her task eight 
months and evolved a new language with its own 
simple grammar. Vosnian sounds indisputably Sla- 
vonic but is also strange enough to be considered 
authentic. To remain fully conversant with her new 
tongue, she found it necessary to write a new Vos- 
nian dictionary.- The actors in the film-soon learned 
and spoke the language with ease. Leonard Sachs, 
the actor who spoke it in “Mrs, Dale’s Diary” had 


also been in “State Secret’ so luckily he was already 
proficient in this philological rarity. 


In the BBC Arabic Service some of the most 
important broadcasts are the readings from the 
Koran-- the book of scriptures of the Moham- 
medans, containing the professed revelations to Me 
hammed. These are heard daily at dawn, and in 
the evenings on Thursday and Friday, whicir cor- 
respond to Saturday and Sunday in the Christian 
world. These readings are recorded by Egyptian 
Sheiks in Cairo because the Egyptian Sheiks are 
the most famous Koran readers, and Cairo is the 
cultural centre of the Arab world.” Reading the 
Koran as it should be read is an art that requires 
long practice, and it is not every Sheik who is pro- 
ficient at it. It is a specialized technique—a mix- 
ture of reciting and chanting—-and the readings, 
though religious in essence, have a wide aesthetic 
appeal, even for non-Moslems.

Economic Coal-Burning 
Locomotive Objective 


STE. ANNE DE BELLEVUE, 
Que. (BUP)—A- project to make 
coal-b ‘rning locomotives cheaper 
to run and more powerful was in 
full swing here today. 

Working at. Macdonald-Agricul- 
tural College, Prof. D. L. Mordell 
of McGill University, was con- 
ducting experiments which he 
hoped would eventually enable 
coal-burning engines to travel 
four times as far as present loco- 
motives on the same amount of 
Tuel. 

He said the engine would also 
be more economical than present 
steam types because it would 
burn lower grades of coal. He 
said that to run a locomotive of 
the type he was planning would 
cost only one-third as much as a 
diesel engine. 

A further advantage of his en- 
gine, Mordell said, would be that 
as. the..weather becomes colder, 
its power and efficiency in- 
creased, while the opposite is the 
case with the old-type coal-burn- 
ing locomotives. 

The federal department of 
mines and technical surveys re- 
cently backed up its interest in 
Mordell’s work with a substantial 
grant, and loaned the professor 
two of its scientists. 

Mordell, who was engaged in 
the development of jet propulsion 
gas turbines for aircraft with the 
Rolls-Royce Company in Britain 
before coming to Canada in 1947, 
explained that so far his engine 
still is in the planning stage. 


However, the federal grant soon 
will make possible the building 
of a 500 horsepower: stationary 
gas. burning turbine mechanism 
for actual experiments. 

The. professor said that his 
present problem was getting fine 
steel needed to withstand: the 
high temperatures involved in 
testing and perfecting the engine. 

Mordell said that his stationary 
engine, a compromise in size and 
cost, could be built for about 
$100,000, while the construction 
of a regular 4,000 horsepower 
locomotive for experimental pur- 
poses would run to $1,000,000. 

Mordell hoped that his experi- 
mental stationary engine would 
be ready to function by the end 
of 1951, and added that “it is 
possible that in a year to 18 
months later we may have the 
answer to several problems. With 
these answers, a coal-burning gas 
locomotive could be designed 
which would have a reasonable 
prospect of success.
